H an n ibal. Mo., May 15.—The Sny lev ee 
broke twenty-one miles south of this city 
yesterday afternoon. The crev asse is now 
about 100 yards w ide and is constantly in­ 
creasing. 
About 6,000 acres of tho finest 
farming lands in Illinois hav e been or will be 
submerged, and the wheat and corn *rop s, 
which p romised to be abundant, will be 
ruined. 
The loss is estimated at $750,000. 
The p oint where the break occurred was 
known to be weak, but for the p a§ t three 
days a large force of men 
hav e 
been 
strengthening it with stone, and when they 
quit work Sunday night it was thought to be 
secure. 
It is not known that any liv es were 
lost, but it is l>eliev ed considerable stock has 
been drowned. 
The water rushes through 
the break with a roar like that of Niagara, 
up rooting great trees and sweep ing away 
ev erything in its p ath. 
Persons arriv ing from the ov erflowed dis­ 
trict described the scene as desolate in the ex­ 
treme. 
Where but few' hours before lay as 
fair a land as ev er yielded sustenance to man 
now' all is waste. 
The mighty Mississip p i is 
now eight miles wide. 
Here and there may 
be seen the cottages and out-buililings of the 
unfortunate p eop le lodged against trees miles 
away from their foundations, or floating 
away in the flood. 
The wrater has backed up 
inside of the lev ee for ten miles north of the 
break, and although the crev asse has bad a 
tendency to lessen the p ressure on the lev ee it 
is feared that the relief is only temp orary, 
and that 40,000 acres still p rotected by that 
p art of the lev ee abov e the break may yet be 
submerged. 
Op inions on this subject differ greatly. 
A. 
J. Stillwell, one of tho largest landowners, 
says that there is no reason for anxiety, and 
believ es that the water will flow ov er the top 
of the lev el before it will break. 
His op inion 
is shared by v ery few, and when a telegram 
was receiv ed from A. W. Pettibone, at La 
Crosse, warning the rep resentativ es of his 
lumber interests here to p rep are for water 
two feet higher than was ev er known, all hop e 
was lost. 
It is now considered a question of 
but few days, or p erhap s hours, when tho 
worst shall come. 
During the p ast few days sp eculators who 
had faith in the lev ee hav e been buying up 
all the growing crop s offered for sale, thou­ 
sands <4 acres of wheat changing hands at 
p rices ranging from 25 cents to 81.50 an acre. 
The work of strengthening the up p er lev ee 
stall goes brav ely on, hundreds of car-loads of 
stone hav e been p laced in the weak p laces, 
and all that men can do to av ert threatened 
disaster will be done. 
Yesterday large num­ 
bers of farmers who thought they had re­ 
mained liehind the lev ee as long as p rudent 
abandoned their homos and with their fam­ 
ilies and liv e stock sought refuge on high 
ground. 
The situation in the city hourly grows 
worse. 
The water on the railroad tracks 
along the riv er front is now so deep that it 
reaches and extinguishes the fires on tho 
locomotiv es as they p ass through.
